It was proposed by the President, in the Chair, that the next 
meeting be held in the form of a dinner with the XYL"'s, YL's etc. 
To investigate a suitable place at suitable prices, Herman Dalman 
— VE3DJD will act as chairman of a committee composed of George 
Lord — VE3BYG, Peter Boyle - VE3DPJ and Walter Einarson — VE3ECB. 
It was stated that the Fort William Flying Club charge $1.25 per 
head for meals and $16.00 for the use of the Hall. The date for 
this Dinner Meeting will also be decided upon by the Committee.
